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1, TARIFFS. Tariffs are subject to change without 
notice. 

2. SCHEDULES. Schedules of the Corporation are not 
guaranteed, and are subject to change without notice. 

3, RESERVATIONS. Fare must be paid immediately upon 
confirmation of the fact that the seat to be reserved 
is available, and unless so paid the reservation will 
not be held, 

4. STOPOVERS. Stopover privileges may be arranged 
at the time reservation is requested. 

5. CHILDREN'S FARES. A child under two years of age 
weighing not more than 10 kilos, carried in the arms of 
its parent or guardian, will be carried without charge 
so long as it does not occupy a seat, the adult fare for 
the parent or guardian having been paid. 

A child two years of age or over but under ten 
years of age and weighing not more than 30 kilos, may 
travel at one-half of the normal adult one-way or 
round-trip tariff fare, and may occupy a seat, provided 
the child is accompanied by an adult paying full fare. 

6. BAGGAGE ALLOWANCE AND EXCESS CHARGES. 15 kilos 
(33 lbs.) of hand baggage will be carried free of charge 
on each full fare ticket. Baggage weighing in excess of 
this free allowance will be carried only when the 
capacity of the aircraft permits, and when excess 
charges have been paid. Excess baggage will be charged 
for at one percent of the normal adult one-way tariff 
fare per kilo or fraction thereof. 

Children travelling on half fare will receive 7} kilos 
baggage allowance. Excess, if any. will be charged at 
one per cent per kilo of normal adult fare. 

7. RESTRICTIONS ON CAMERAS AND FIELD.GLASSES. 
Cameras and fieldglasses carried by passengers should 
be handed to the pilot at the time of embarkation on 
the plane and will be returned to their owners on 
arrival at destination. 

8, ANIMALS AND BIRDS. Animals and birds will not be 
carried by air, unless special arrangement is made 
previously with the Corporation and permit obtained 
from the Local Government. : 

9. POSTPONEMENT OF PASSAGE. Notice of postponement 
of Passage must be given not later than 24 hours 
immediately prior to the scheduled commencement 
of the initial flight of any such passage, and the 
ticket will be endorsed for a latter trip provided space 
is available. 

10. CANCELLATION AND REFUNDS. The Corporation will 
make no refund unless space is cancelled 24 hours 
before departure of plane. If cancelled at less than 24 
hours notice, refunds will only be made if the space is 
resold or the plane is not full at time the cancellation 
is requested, The Corporation deducts 10 percent from 
all refunds. 

11. MEALS. The Corporation provides no meals for 
passengers, but light refreshments are available free of 
charge on some of its planes. 

12. PASSPORTS AND VISAS. If required by the law of 
the countries to be flown from, into or over, passengers 
must be in possession of valid passports properly visaed 
and/or other certificates. As these requirements vary 
considerably, passengers are requested to consult the 
consulates of such countries regarding such requirements 
before making reservations. The Corporation will not 
be responsible for the consequences resulting from 
passengers entering countries without proper credentials. 

13, COMPLIANCE WITH LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 
Passengers shall comply with all laws of the countries 
to be flown from, over or into, and with the rules, 
regulations and instructions of the Corporation and 
shall indemnify the Corporation for failure to do so. 

14, CANCELLATION OF TICKET BY COMPANY, The
